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Australia Prepares for Television 
Network 


(From the U.K. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canberra) 


ROGRESS TOWARDS THE INTRODUCTION OF TELEVISION in Australia has now reached an 
Piseresing stage for United Kingdom manufacturers. In the first place the Australian Postmaster- 

General announced on April 18 that Commercial television licences had been granted to four 
groups of companies-two in Sydney and two in Melbourne. Secondly, tenders for television 
equipment called for by the Postmaster-General in November 1954 closed in April and are now 
being considered. These tenders were for television equipment for the first two national stations 
at Sydney and Melbourne and covered television transmitting equipment, steel masts or towers 
for television antennae, radio equipment for television programme and communication channels, 
television studio equipment and diesel alternator sets for telecommunications. Further equipment 
will be required as the television network is expanded, not only for subsequent national television 
stations but also for the commercial stations. 


Problems and Prospects 


What are the prospects for the introduction and expansion of television services? How many 
national stations will there be? How many commercial stations? What pe of the population 
can expect to become televiewers? How many television sets are likely to be sold in the first few 
years? 

The object of this article is to answer these and similar questions, as far as possible, by giving 
a brief account of the background, some of the problems involved, and the directions in which 
progress is likely to be made. 

It was in January 1953 that the Australian Prime Minister (Mr. R. G. Menzies) announced that 
the Commonwealth Government would introduce legislation to permit the establishment of both 
national and commercial television services in Australia, the national service to be provided by the 
Australian Broadcasting Commission and the commercial service by stations licensed for that 
purpose. The Prime Minister also announced the Government’s decision to set up a Royal 
Commission to conduct an inquiry into various aspects of television, with particular reference to 
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the means of securing proper programmes, the hours during which 
television programmes should be provided, the number of stations 
which could effectively be established, in what localities, and on 
what conditions. 


Royal Commission’s Recommendations 

The necessary legislation was passed, in the shape of the Television 
Act, in March 1953, and the report of the Royal Commission on 
television was made public in May of the following year. Among 
other things, the report recommended that: 

(a) Television should be introduced on a gradual basis and that 
there was no justification for any delay; 
national television should be started first in Sydney and then 
in Melbourne, extending to other states as soon as finance was 
available; 
(c) commercial television should be established initially in both 
Sydney and Melbourne with two licences granted in each 
city, expansion to other state capitals to follow as soon as 
reasonably possible; 
licences should be issued for commercial television stations in 
country centres as early as possible. 

In September 1954 the Federal Government re-affirmed its 
decision to proceed with the introduction of television into Australia 
and to establish national and commercial services as quickly as 
possible. The first stations will be established in Sydney and Melbourne 
and as soon as practicable the service will be extended to other capital 
cities and to country areas which are to receive special consideration. 

With the call for tenders already referred to, and the decision 
on the grant of commercial licences, the stage is set for the introduction 
of both national and commercial television services in Australia. 
What are the broad problems involved and how are they likely to 
be solved?

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Audiences Scattered and Concentrated 


The first problem is set by the wide distribution of the population 
and the fact that the range of transmission from a television station 
is relatively restricted. The great bulk of the population of Australia 
(now estimated at over 9 million) is centred in a coastal belt some 
200 miles in width extending from Cairns in Northern Queensland 
to Adelaide in South Australia. The population is largely located in 
the state capital cities, in Newcastle and in other centres of smaller 
though in some cases quite substantial population. In the country 
districts between these centres the density of the population is 
relatively low, and if everyone were to be provided with a television 
service this uneven distribution of population would necessitate the 
establishment of a very large number of stations. But the fact that 
about 70 per cent. of the population of Australia is centred in the 
capital cities and in Newcastle greatly facilitates the provision of a 
service to the majority of the people. The difficult problem will be 
the provision of a service to the remaining 30 per cent. of the popula- 
tion who live in rural centres. 


The second problem arises from the limited number of frequency 
channels available for telecasting. It has already been determined 
that the number of scanning lines to be employed in Australia will 
be 625, and if full advantage is to be derived from this standard, a 
channel width of approximately seven megacycles per second is 
necessary. Seven VHF channels are already available, and the problem 
is whether this number is sufficient for possible future developments 
as well as for initial stages. It has been estimated that it would be 
practicable, by the use of this number of VHF channels, to provide 
for three television stations in the state capital cities, two in New- 
castle and at least one to every Australian town that has a population 
of over 5,000. 


This regional arrangement would ensure that approximately 80 
per cent. of the population would receive at least one television 
programme. The allocation of a greater number of stations to the 
capital cities would have the effect of reducing the number of country 
towns which could be provided with a local station, and reservations 
cannot be made to provide for the possibility that a greater number of 
stations may ultimately be required in some capital cities, except at 
the expense of certain country areas. It may, of course, prove possible 
to use ultra high frequency channels but the conclusion of the Royal 
Commission on this point was that the television service should be 
developed and expanded as far as possible by the use of VHF channels 
without the need for using channels in the UHF band.

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Talent-Scouting 


The third important aspect of Australian television is the availability 
of suitable programmes. Talent for live-studio productions can 
probably be found in Sydney and in Melbourne for the whole range 
of programmes. Outside these cities, however, suitable talent would 
be scarcer — for example, the Australian Broadcasting Commission 
has expressed the view that in the field of drama little suitable pro- 
fessional dramatic talent is located outside Sydney or Melbourne. 

As regards films, inquiries made by the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission have revealed that none of the large film companies 
would permit any films under their control to be used for television, 
and it will therefore probably be necessary to look overseas for old 
feature films, films made specially for television and film transcriptions 
of television programmes. Newsreels and documentaries will be more 
easily available from local sources, but perhaps the most promising 
field of programme material in a country blessed with fine weather 
will be outside broadcasts, notably of sporting events. 


Control Board 


The last problem to be considered is the most effective organization 
of the future television services to suit Australian conditions. The 
present Australian broadcasting system includes a national broad- 
casting service and a commercial broadcasting service, the former 
provided by the Australian Broadcasting Commission, the latter 
provided by a number of separate broadcasting stations licensed 
individually. Both the Australian Broadcasting Commission and the 
commercial services are under the joint direction of the Australian 
Broadcasting Control Board. In the case of television the pattern 
will be similar. The recommendation of the Royal Commission is that 
the operation of all technical services directly associated with the 
production of television programmes in the studios of the initial 
television stations should be included in the responsibilities of the 
Australian Broadcasting Commission. The Royal Commission also 
recommended that for commercial television stations there should be 
a licensing system similar to the one which applies to commercial 
broadcasting stations. The licensing authority should be the Minister, 
and in exercising his licensing powers he should be required to take 
into consideration recommendations made by a statutory authority 
which should also discharge certain technical and other administrative 
and regulatory functions. This will, in fact, be the Australian Broad- 
casting Control Board. 


First Capital Costs 


The cost of establishing television services is difficult to determine, 
but the Australian Broadcasting Commission has estimated that the 
capital cost of establishing fourteen national television stations would 
be of the order of £A4,515,900. This figure was stated to include the 
cost of buildings, studios and technical equipment amounting to 
£A3,462,000, and in addition an amount of £A1,053,900 to cover 
operating deficits from the start of the service up to the end of the 
year 1959, by which time it is hoped that the national television 
service will be self-supporting. 


A good deal will depend on how soon the national service can 
‘stand on its own feet’, and this in turn will depend on the rapidity 
with which television expands after establishment, thereby increasing 
the revenue from licensing fees. Opinions vary as to the likely increases 
in the sale of television receivers in the early years, but the Electronic 
and Allied Industries Division of the New South Wales Chamber of 
Manufactures has forecast that in the first four years from the com- 
mencement of services the annual sale of television receivers will 
be 9,500; 25,500; 78,000; and 115,000. This forecast implies a pro- 
gressive total of receivers in operation rising from 9,500 in the first 
year to 335,000 in the fourth year. On the basis of the proposed 
licensing fee of £A5, revenue would increase correspondingly in 
each of the four years, the estimated annual revenue being £A47,500; 
£A175,000; £A565,000; and £A1,675,000. 


Selling Receiver-Sets 


Evidence supplied to the Royal Commission suggests that the 
price to the public of a television receiver with 17 in. screen, manu- 
factured in Australia, will probably be not less than £A150 inclusive 
of sales tax. This price would be for a receiver capable of receiving 
transmission in the VHF band only and would not incorporate any 
elaborate features. The Royal Commission was advised by manu- 
facturers that the estimated selling price of receivers was based on a 
substantial sales volume and it was generally agreed that each manu- 
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facturer would need to sell about 10,000 receivers a year to achieve 
economic production. The Australian radio industry, which is 
well-organized, efficient and able to supply almost all Australian 
requirements for domestic radio receivers, is already engaged on 
research and development work on television receivers. Prototypes 
have been constructed, and although commercial manufacture has 
not yet begun, it appears unlikely that there will be a large market 
for imported television receivers, taking into account the additional 
cost of the imported article due to freight and duty charges. 


There should, on the other hand, be opportunities of selling com- 
ponent parts. Although some Australian manufacturers are preparing 
to make all the necessary components, including cathode-ray tubes, 
they may not be able to produce in sufficient quantity in the early 
stages, and there will probably be a market for such specialized 
components as cathode-ray tubes, condensers and transformers 
during the initial stages of Australian production of the television 
receivers themselves. A continuing market is doubtful when local 
production really gets under way, though price is likely to be the 
determining factor. 


In the early stages, at least, Australia will need to import television 
transmitting and studio equipment. Enough has been said in the course 
of this article to indicate that a substantial programme of expansion 
is contemplated as soon as television becomes established and prospects 
for the sales of equipment will be substantial. Although the first 
national stations are to be erected only in Sydney and Melbourne, 
further expansion can be expected in other State capital cities and other 
centres of population as finance becomes available. Similarly, in 
the case of commercial services; although initially licences have been 
granted for two stations each in Sydney and Melbourne only, it is 
intended to extend the commercial service to the remaining capital 
cities and other centres of population, and to expand the services in 
Sydney and Melbourne. Further tenders are therefore likely to be 
called, and orders placed, for television transmitters, masts and 
towers; television programme and communication channels; and 
television studio equipment. These tenders will provide United 
Kingdom manufacturers with opportunities for the sale of their 
equipment. 


Finally, although a number of important United Kingdom manu- 
facturers of television receivers are, of course, closely associated with 
manufacturing companies established in Australia, there is evidence 
that the field will not be left entirely to United Kingdom and 
Australian firms. United States and Canadian interests have taken 
the initiative in sending their experts to Australia to give advice in 
the preliminary and planning stages of television development and 
to set up arrangements under which Australian staff can receive 
training in United States and Canadian television stations. It appears 
from this that United States and Canadian interests are most anxious 
to cultivate this market. 


Royal Patron for ‘ Timekeeping : 
Show 


Tue Duke of Edinburgh has graciously consented to be patron of the 
Horological Exhibition, ‘Five Centuries of British Timekeeping,’ to 
be held at the Goldsmiths’ Hall, Foster Lane, London, E.C.2, in 
October. 


Promoted by the British Clock and Watch Manufacturers Associa- 
tion under the auspices of the British Horological Institute and the 
Worshipful Company of Clockmakers, the Exhibition will be opened 
on October 3, for one week, by the Lord Mayor of London, Sir Harold 
Walter Seymour Howard. 


This is the first effort of its kind to project to the world British 
horological products. 


The idea for the exhibition originated at a meeting of the British 
Horological Institute, when the Chairman, Mr. M. L. Bateman, 
claimed that the industry’s output during 1954 of three million watches 
and five million clocks, of which two million watches and clocks were 
exported, merited the widest possible publicity. 


The idea was readily accepted by the Manufacturers Association 
and the Worshipful Company of rs, and already nearly 
40 members of the Association have applied for space at the Exhibition.

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Britain’s Successful Business Equipment Industry 
Stages its Largest Exhibition

OUTSTANDING AMONG THE immense variety of products to be 
shown by 119 exhibitors at the Business Efficiency Exhibition at 
Olympia, London, next Monday, will be the number of electrically- 
operated machines which can be set to perform a task and virtually 
left to get on with it. Many of these machines will incorporate develop- 
ments in electronics resulting from one of the most successful years 
of research which the industry has ever had. 


All available exhibiting space was sold as far back as the end of 
January, and a total area in excess of 150,000 square feet will include 
stands covering nearly 80,000 square feet, with everything for the 
office, from the latest electronic ‘brains’ to devices for removing 
staples from documents. 

Organized by the Office Appliance and Business Equipment Trades 
Association, the exhibition will remain open to the trade and to the 
public daily (except Sunday) from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. until June 16. 
The Duke of Edinburgh is expected to visit the exhibition next 
Tuesday. 


Extended Scope 


In certain respects the scope of the display is extended this year, 
for emphasis will be placed by many firms on the application and 
adaptation of their equipment to expediting and increasing physical 
production in the factory as well as in the office. 

Furthermore, considerable research has been carried out in con- 
nection with the relationship between factory and clerical seating 
and absenteeism, resulting in strong evidence to justify more import- 
ance being attached to the manufacture of scientifically designed 
equipment to meet the needs of particular types of operatives. As a 
result a variety of industrial as well as commercial seating will be 
shown. 


Business machines and modern office equipment are not intended 
solely for the large commercial undertaking — in fact, they can often 
contribute more saving in time, money and effort to the smaller firm 





or branch office, where overheads must be kept to a minimum. 
The display this year will be designed to bring to the fore the latest 
advances made by the industry in designing equipment, particularly 
for the men and women who work in the smaller industrial domains, 
and to demonstrate that office mechanization does not depend entirely 
on large capital resources. 


Calculating Equipment 


One of the biggest manufacturers of calculating equipment is to 
introduce at the show a new comprehensive book-keeping machine 
for the small and medium-sized firm. This new machine is limited to 
two totals, but it has a full-size front feed moving carriage specially 
designed to carry almost any kind of accounting form or ledger card, 
and is equipped with a bank of keys for printing the accepted three- 
letter abbreviations. It can be switched rapidly from one job to another, 
and the key columns are quickly differentiated by various colours, 
chosen to give the minimum of eyestrain under all lighting conditions. 

At the other end of the scale will be a new electronic programme- 
controlled computer. Into this all the actual functions of the big 
electronic ‘brains’ have been embodied, but it is transportable and 
available at a price within the reach of the medium-sized business. 
An important feature of the machine is that it is self-checking at all 
stages, including sensing, calculating and punching. — 

Further up the scale, but still within the reasonable price range, 
will be a giant electronic ‘brain’ capable of an almost unlimited 
variety of statistical and accounting requirements with a capacity 
of more than 1,000 numbers of operational instructions. The machine 
is fed by punched cards and the results can be obtained either in the 
same form or by linking with a tabulator directly in print. 


A new adding-listing machine has been so designed that there are 
no protrusions to catch the knuckles or break the finger nails, and no

dark uncovered recesses to harbour dust and fluff. Instead of having 
to set up the amounts to be added and then pressing a motor bar, 
with this new machine every amount key is its own motor bar, and 
an accented touch of the last amount key will bring forth the answer. 
With the aid of cameras it has been ascertained that the amount of 
hand action eliminated by this machine not only enables the operator 
to work faster but to maintain her efforts with less fatigue for consider- 
ably longer periods. 

The main exhibit of another large manufacturer of electronic 
machines will be an electronic calculator which is capable of perform- 
ing, practically simultaneously and in any desired sequence, a variety 
of arithmetical functions: addition, subtraction, multiplication and 
division. In one run it automatically completes and checks an entire 
series of calculations in a pre-determined sequence, and provides the 
product in a punched card form. Calculations are made and checked 
automatically, and results are punched into the same cards at a speed 
of 6,000 cards an hour. P.A.Y.E. calculations can also be made on it, 
entirely automatically and in one run. 


Typewriters 


There will be a bigger variety of typewriters than at any previous 
show. Prominent among these will be a new product from a large 
factory in Glasgow. This will be an electric machine with an auto- 
matically controlled carriage, claimed to save 1,200 waste motions in 
an average working day. Electrified tabulation, back spacer and 
underlining cut down the repetitive processes that waste time in 
typing. Touch typing really does mean ‘touch,’ say the makers —a 
mere flick of the electrified keyboard is sufficient for each clear, 
uniform type character. 

The same firm will also show for the first time a front feed type- 
writer. This machine is primarily a typewriter, but with an ingenious 
front feed mechanism which is an integral part of the machine. Thus 
all types of book-keeping work can be carried out by the operator, 
and it can be used in all kinds of businesses. 

The tests on the Comet airliner made recently at the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment at Farnborough were recorded on automatic electric 
typewriters made by another London company and similar models 
will be shown on their stand at Olympia. Every operation on these 
machines is electrically controlled, and the rapid operation of the key 
action (10 to 12 characters a second) has brought the machines into 
the field of automata. They can be used for transcribing, at high 
speed, the results of calculations made by electronic computors. 

For the operator who still prefers the traditional machine, the same 
company are showing a new version which has been streamlined from 
base to carriage for complete line writing visibility. An important 
feature is the ‘personalized’ touch, which provides a choice between 
28 variations to suit every typist. To guard against dust and dirt, 
the mechanism is almost completely enclosed. 

Closely allied to a typewriter is another company’s high-speed, 
heavy duty electric writing machine which, as a by-product of typing, 
punches a five, six or eight channel tape. It will also read the tape so 
produced and automatically re-type at the rate of over 100 words a 
minute. It can be fitted with a three- or four- bank keyboard and a 
variety of type faces. 

A dual unit keyboard, mounted on a single long carriage, enables 
scientific equations and formulae to be typed on the same machine. 
The switch from one to the other is easily made, and the two keyboards 
(one for ordinary typing and the other bearing the scientific signs) are 
side by side on the same typewriter. 

The prototype of the first typewriter of exclusively British con- 
ception and design will also be shown. The new machine, say its 
Nottingham makers, has taken more than seven years of research to 
develop, and its internal mechanism is of revolutionary design. 
Although it incorporates many features never before assembled in 
one machine, the number of individual parts has been reduced to 
some 1,800, as against the more usual 2,000 for a comparable model. 
The same company will show what they claim to be the world’s most 
inexpensive typewriter, retailing at £11 19s. 6d. Precision built, it 
should be ideal for those wishing to learn to type. The keyboard 
contains extra characters for many languages other than English - 
thus the machine could be used in a number of countries. 

A new model, a successor to an already popular portable typewriter, 
is to be introduced to the public by the West Bromwich manufac- 
turers. Although similar in appearance to the firm’s previous one, the 
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new typewriter has many features that have been designed for greater 
convenience and efficiency. These include an improved printing 
of type; an eraser table for the easy correction of typing errors, 
plastic keytops with endurable lettering, shaped to suit the fingers, 
and even touch over the whole keyboard to ensure easier typing. 


Recording Instruments 


A recording instrument for the centralized registration of the 
production performance of up to 20 manufacturing machines is to

be shown for the first time. When the manufacturing machines are 
producing, impulses from them will be recorded in the form of Short 
horizontal lines on a time-reference diagram, Thus a minute-by- 
minute diary of what is going on in the factory will be available. 
There are many ways in which the instrument can be used, the 
makers point out. It can assist supervision, control production, and 
furnish definite data for the caleulation of wages, planning or costing.

Another new product will be a new facsimile communication 
system for the electronic transmission of written messages between 
points connected by telephone wire. With this machine there appears 
to be practically no limit to the material which it will be able to trans- 
mit, whether it is penned, pencilled or merely scrawled with a coloured 
crayon. As the machine is press-button controlled throughout it 
will need the minimum of handling in operation. Briefly the new 
machine will take paper in sizes up to 84} ins. by 14 ins., carrying 
about 1,200 typed words, and will feature magazine loading whereby 
a dozen full-sized messages can be pre-fed to it at any time for up 
to 24 hours continuous unattended transmission. The messages can 
be of mixed sizes, and the machine itself measures only 21 ins. by 
15 ins. by 18 ins. Its maximum power consumption is 120 watts: 


The same company will also show for the first time their latest 
model teleprinter machine, which offers two-colour printing. 


Duplicating and Copying Machines 

A new system of producing embossed work with a duplicator will 
be introduced. For this process the makers will show their electronic 
stencil cutter which reproduces copies of almost any material direct 
on to a special stencil regardless of whether there are photographs, 
drawings, etc., included in the copy, and working in conjunction with 
it a new combination known as a relief duplicator. With this device 
the copies come off the duplicator itself in the ordinary way, but pass 
on to a wire conveyor belt operating on rollers. While they pass down 
this, the part of the copy it is desired to emboss is sprinkled with a 
special plastic powder after which it goes under an electric heater 
from which it comes out quite dry, with the powdered part in relief. 
No interleaving is necessary. There are a number of special powders 
available so that various coloured work can be done, and gold and 
silver effects are possible for such items as showcards, menus, 
letter headings, brochures, and so on. 


General purpose copying machines to be shown by another manu- 
facturer well-known in this field will introduce a new vacuum control 
model with the auto press unit. This machine uses a single sheet 
positive direct-copy process, taking any size up to 14 ins. by 18 ins. 
The auto-process unit accepts and completely processes up to 200 
quarto sheets an hour automatically. Another machine from this 
firm incorporates a special reproduction method for making secondary 
copies. The cost of prints by this latter machine is claimed to be less 
than 3d. for a quarto sheet. 

Of interest to engineering organizations and architects will be the 
same firm’s new copying machine which will process plans and 
translucent intermediates up to 27 ins. wide by any length. The 
equipment is very compact, and the time taken to make a print is 
approximately two minutes. 

New, since the last exhibition was held, is a London company’s 
portable duplicator which includes many of the advantages hitherto 
associated with the larger machines, but it is so compact and light that 
it can be carried in one hand, It is entirely self-contained, without 
loose covers. Feeding, inking and counting are fully automatic. 


Interesting New Devices 


Certain to arouse interest is a new time-lock to be shown for the 
first time by a world-famous firm who make safes of all kinds. Time- 
lock mechanisms are not entirely new, but hitherto those used in this 
country have had to be imported either from the United States or 
Europe. The first all-British time-lock mechanism can be used on 
many kinds of safes. Briefly, the lock is fitted inside the safe door 
and has to be pre-set, like an alarm clock, before the door is closed. 
When this is done, it means that no armed hold-up would be effective 
in opening the door. Even with the keys of the safe, and the correct 
combination, the safe cannot be opened by anyone until the time comes 
for which the lock has been pre-set. 

Among other equipment of interest to the clerical workers whose 
job is looking after the routine matters which are so important in the 
running of any office will be a machine for counting any type of coin — 
round, square, or twelve-sided — at the remarkable rate of 2,000 a 
minute; three new electrically operated letter folding machines, one 
of which feeds paper of any size up to 23} ins. and any weight, 
automatically at 15,000 sheets an hour on to a receiving belt which 
stacks the folded sheets ready for use. The transmission gears are 
dustproof, easily accessible, and fitted so as not to interfere with, or 
impede, the flow of paper. There will also be a number of appliances

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Sterling Area Trade with Non-Sterling Countries: Price, 
Terms of Trade and Volume Index Numbers 


THE REVISED SERIES of price, terms of trade and volume index 
numbers for the trade of the sterling area with non-sterling countries 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on January 15, 1955 (page 
96) is continued below with quarterly figures up to the end of 1954. 


The index numbers of prices are weighted according to the pattern 
of trade in 1953 while the complementary volume index numbers 
are currently weighted. The index numbers of export prices for the 
United Kingdom and the rest of the sterling area are calculated from 
trade statistics of the countries themselves and cover re-exports as 
well as domestic produce; the commodities represented for the rest 
of the sterling area cover just under two-thirds of the exports from 
these countries in 1953. For imports, however, prices for some 
two-thirds of the trade are obtained from price indicators of the 
exports of the trading partners of these countries. This leads to slight 
differences in the timing of assumed import prices in the short 
period and hence the terms of trade and import volume index derived 
from them are distorted a little for the rest of the sterling area, and 


to a lesser degree for the sterling area as a whole. There are also 
problems of valuation — especially the omission of freight, but there 
would be valuation differences even if the index numbers were based 
wholly on the trade statistics of sterling countries. The volume index 
for the exports of the rest of the sterling area is based on value totals 
which exclude the exports of oil from Iraq and the Persian Gulf 
States. Other features of the index are discussed in the previous 
article referred to above. 


The terms of trade of the sterling area as a whole with the outside 
world were about 3 per cent. better, compared with the 1953 average, 
in each quarter of 1954. This was due substantially to lower import 
prices, which had fallen by the fourth quarter of 1953 for both the 
United Kingdom and other sterling countries; they then remained 
more or less stable throughout 1954 for the rest of the sterling area, 
but rose at the end of the year for the United Kingdom, due mainly 
to higher prices of food and manufactured goods. United Kingdom

Renewal of Exemptions from 
Key Industry Duty 


Tue Board of Trade are considering the question of the renewal for

PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn, for May 7, 
was 18-38 million lb. compared with 18-44 million Ib. for the previous 
week and 20-72 million lb. for the corresponding week of 1954. 


Sterling Area Trade (Continued) 


export prices in 1954 were slightly below those in 1953 and by the 
fourth quarter her terms of trade with non-sterling countries had 
deteriorated by 3 per cent. compared with the end of 1953. Prices 
of commodities exported from the rest of the sterling area rose to a 
moderate extent during the year in spite of lower prices for the 
major commodity, wool, and during the second half the terms of trade 
with non-sterling countries were some 5 per cent. better than during 
the second half of 1953. 

The volume of imports into the sterling area from non-sterling 
sources were 7 per cent. higher on the average in 1954 than in 1953 
and also exceeded the 1952 volume. The volume of imports was 
particularly large in the second half of the year, and in the last quarter 
imports into sterling countries other than the United Kingdom 
approached the high 1951 level. The volume of exports (excluding 
Middle-East oil) to non-sterling countries was generally below the 
level of the previous year for overseas sterling countries, and though 
the improving terms of trade helped to stabilize the balance of trade, 
the effects were severe for one or two countries, notably Australia. 


The Century of Aluminium Shown 
in Exhibits 
ALMOST BY ITS VERY NATURE the Royal Festival Hall on South 
Bank, London, is the proper setting for the Aluminium Centenary 
Exhibition which opened there on Wednesday and closes on June 10. 
The exhibition is sponsored by the Aluminium Development 
Association, and its theme is development in uses of the metal since 
the first particles were made in this country just 100 years ago. It 
gives the visitor a very decided impression that aluminium has by 
now invaded beneficently almost every field of industrial activity, 
and almost, if not quite, every homely detail of the domestic household. 


In his welcome to representatives of the press at a preview of the 
exhibition the President of the A.1ID.A., Dr. Horace Clarke, mentioned 
that the first aluminium bridges in the world to carry road and rail 
vehicles were built in Britain; and he commented on the now wide- 
spread use in shipbuilding of aluminium alloys pioneered in Britain 
about 30 years ago. This is illustrated at the exhibition not only 
by models indoors — e.g. of the liner United States, holder of the 
‘Blue Riband of the Atlantic’ - but also by an outdoor display of 
lifeboats, of a splendid, fast little motor-boat much in demand in 
the United States, of general-utility vessels, and of a minesweeper 
and motor yacht moored alongside in the Thames. Dr. Clarke added 
that since the War, when the vital importance of aluminium in aircraft 
became a household word, the industry has consistently exported 
from 15 to 20 per cent. of its semi-manufactured products in addition 
to the great quantity of aluminium embodied in finished exports. 


The Huge and the Little 


The various .sections of the exhibition are arranged by subject- 
matter, demonstrating in turn the history of aluminium, its properties, 
and its uses in aircraft, road transport, consumer goods, ships and 
boats, railways, packaging, building, structural and chemical engineer- 
ing, electrical and general engineering, agriculture, and so on. There 
are, of course, tiny things made with a fastidious eye for aesthetic 
design. There is also the world’s largest crane-jib yet made of alu- 
minium, 170 feet long; a model of the biggest single-span aircraft 
hangar ever yet built; and a model of yet another, also big, which 
can be rapidly dismantled, transported and re-assembled. 


The railway exhibits include a cut-away section of a subway car 
built by a Gloucester firm, to the order of the Toronto Transit 
Commission, for Canada’s first underground railway; and a model 
of a coach built by a Birmingham firm for East African Railways. 
One of London Transport’s future buses, and one of their new 
Underground railway-coaches, are also there. 


Aluminium alloys are employed in all possible components of 
an industrial gas turbine engine shown by its Coventry makers: it 
is the smallest engine of its kind to go into production, so far, in this 
country. 


In a host of consumer goods is a complete cocktail set with miniature 
goblets having a gilt finish. There is also a mechanical hedge-cutter 
that is operated by compressed air, and an aluminium billiards cue.

Israel’s Improved Economy 


Mr. ISRAEL M. SIEFF, Chairman, speaking at the members’ 
luncheon of the Anglo-Israel Chamber of Commerce in London on 
May 24, said that the adverse ratio of Israel’s imports to exports 
was steadily diminishing. Seven years ago it was 9 to 1, whereas 
today it was 3 to 1. A large proportion of this adverse balance 
represented capital transfers for productive investment and as benefits 
from these investments were realized the necessity for the import 
of capital and consumption goods would diminish. 

Israel's foreign currency accounts for the past two years showed a 
surplus. At the end of 1953 the surplus was just under £1 million 
sterling and it rose to £10 million sterling at the end of 1954. 

With the building up of a foreign currency reserve, representing 
more than 25 per cent. of the total amount in circulation, the foreign 
debt situation had greatly eased and the status of Israel currency 
appreciably improved. 

Continuing, Mr. Sieff remarked that although Israel’s economy 
had made great progress, stern tasks still lay ahead. Production must 
be increased and costs reduced, more people must be attracted to 
the basic industries and the export drive continued. 

There were many worthwhile schemes in hand for industrial 
expansion; copper smelting, a lubricating oil refinery, extension of 
fertilizer and chemical plants, wood pulp, and others. He pointed 
out that it was in those enterprises that the Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce could act as intermediary between those in Britain who 
were interested in projects of a similar nature, and the entrepreneurs 
in Israel.

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Peru’s Open Market Calls for Prompt and Keen 
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Salesmanship

THERE CANNOT BE MANY COUNTRIES in the world, and certainly 
not in Latin America, with fewer restraints on trade than Peru has. 
With the exception of motor vehicles, which are on a quota system, 
there are no restrictions on imports and few vexatious formalities. 
There is a completely free market in foreign exchange and there are 
no restrictions on financial remittances. 

Yet in spite of these apparently favourable conditions United 
Kingdom exports to Peru have declined steadily from £10°6 million 
in 1950 to £7°4 million in 1953 and to £6°5 million in 1954, represent- 
ing only some 9 per cent. of Peru’s total imports. Why is this? 

This article is prompted by the belief that one of the reasons is 
that many manufacturers and exporters, perhaps discouraged by 
their experience with restrictions and exchange difficulties elsewhere 
in Latin America, and thinking perhaps that the twenty republics 
of Latin America are all much the same, do not appreciate certain 
exceptional features of the Peruvian market. 


How much effort can be devoted to a given market must, of course, 
be a matter of opinion. But there are one or two facts which provide 
evidence that efforts to break into the Peruvian market will not be 
wasted, bearing in mind amongst other things that much of the effort 
can be spread over other markets, in such matters as special packaging, 
the preparation of sales literature in Spanish, and so on. 


The first of these facts is the freedom from controls already referred 
to. Next is the economic stability of the country, which compares 


very favourably with that of some other countries in Latin America. 
There have been difficult periods. One such was during the latter part 
of 1953 and the first months of 1954 when, mainly owing to a failure 
to realize quickly enough that the era of high export prices had 
passed with the Korean boom, Peru was beginning to run up a heavy 
adverse trade balance. But the difficulties were overcome, and by 
the end of 1954 confidence had been restored, both internally and 
externally, by commonsense methods. The 1954 trade deficit, which 
by May had reached 17 million dollars, had been all but wiped out, 
and the sol/dollar exchange rate had strengthened and been stabilized. 
From the end of October until the time of writing the rate has been 
unaltered. 

It is worthy of note that in surmounting these temporary difficulties 
the iit refused to have recourse to exchange or import 
controls. 


Diverse and Expanding Economy 


The next thing to take into consideration is that, whatever difficulties 
there may be in future, the diversity of Peru’s products gives her 
economy an underlying strength. 

Although cotton is by far the biggest export product, minerals, 
sugar, fish products, petroleum, wool and hides —to mention the 
major ones—are all important earners of foreign exchange. The 
minerals alone are too numerous to mention, but they include copper, 
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lead, iron ore, zinc and silver. All this means that a bad year for one 
product, whether from the point of view of production or of world 
prices, is less apt to deal a body-blow to the economy as a whole. 
Compensations can always be looked for in other directions. 

Exporters sometimes suggest that for all its stability a market of 
about 84 million people, of whom about 5 million are Indians with 
a generally low standard of living, is scarcely worth bothering about. 
But this ignores two things. The first is that Peru, with its absence of 
restrictions, can be a useful shop-window for the rest of the continent. 
The second and more important is that Peru itself is developing 
very rapidly — with the assistance of foreign capital which is welcome 
here, and which, thanks to the economic conditions summarized 
above, is flowing ‘steadily into the country. 


Probably the most important indication of coming developments 
is the news that four large United States mining concerns have 
concluded arrangements, with the promise of a $100,000,000 loan 
from the United States Export-Import Bank, for the exploitation of 
the extensive copper deposits at and near Toquepala in Southern 
Peru. These deposits — there are three fields in all —are believed to 
be among the ten richest in the world, amounting to 1,000,000,000 
tons of ore with an average metal content of 1 per cent. 

The total cost, including the construction of a deep water port, a 
100-mile-long railway, a concentrating plant, a hydro-electric plant 
and a complete township for the 3,000 workmen to be employed, is 
expected to be more than $200,000,000. This vast project will 
quadruple Peru’s already important copper production and will 
strengthen her position as one of the world’s leading producers. 

But Toquepala is not an isolated example of development. Here 
are a few others: 


Development Projects 


In the north the first stage of a large irrigation scheme has been 
completed, entirely with Peruvian funds. This ensures a regular 
water-supply for a cotton-growing area which previously suffered 
from periodical drought. Work on the second stage is expected to 
begin shortly, with the assistance of the International Bank, and will 
provide irrigation for about 125,000 acres of previously uncultivated 
land. 


In the north, too, and in Eastern Peru, the search for new oil wells 
continues. Appropriately enough, a Peruvian company has had 
the first success. 

Further south a new cement factory has just been inaugurated, 
another is expected to enter into production later this year, and work 
on yet another is expected to begin shortly. 

North of Lima a large hydro-electric scheme and steel works are 
to be completed by French interests. It is hoped that the steel mill 
will make the country self-sufficient in structural steel in a few years. 

In the jungle, work has started on the clearing and colonization of 
nearly a million acres of land. 

In southern Peru, apart from Toquepala, the opening up of the 
Marcona iron deposits by American interests in 1953 has added iron 
ore to the list of substantial exports. Two other large fields exist in 
the same area: an exploitation option has already been granted to 
a large American firm on one of them and negotiations are proceeding 
on the other. 

In Lima itself - the main industrial area — there is constant develop- 
ment, expansion and modernization. Indeed, with all due allowance 
for climatic conditions, Lima is a bustling modern city, with broad 
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tree-lined avenues, luxury hotels, department stores and a wide 
variety of large modern buildings. 


Scope for the Exporter 


All these developments suggest that there should be ample openings 
for United Kingdom manufacturers and exporters. It is not just a 
question of providing the capital equipment for the development 
projects themselves: indeed, those financed by Export-Import Bank 
loans are, of course, confined to United States participation. What is 
important in the long run is the effect which these developments 
should have - and they are accompanied by strenuous government 
efforts in the field of health, housing, education, social security and 
so on — on the general standard of living and the purchasing power of 
the Peruvian consumer. It is this that can be expected to lead to 
large-scale export opportunities for the British manufacturer over 
and above the openings which already exist. 

But if advantage is to be taken of these opportunities it is essential 
to get a foot into the market now. It is no use sitting back in the 
enjoyment of full order books from other markets and in the thought 
that Peru can be turned to if and when these other markets dry up. 
By then it will be too late. 


Clearly no exporter will want to abandon his traditional customers, 
especially when these represent orders for hundreds of units as com- 
pared with the orders for tens of units which may be all that he can 
expect from Peru at present. Nevertheless, many people in Peru, 
including the would-be importers of British goods, wonder whether 
it would not be possible to disappoint a traditional customer to the 
extent of, say, 40 units out of an order of 500 in order to give quick 
delivery to this market and so establish a footing in it. 

Whatever the solution to this admitted dilemma may be, the fact 
remains that if we do not establish a footing in this market soon, the 
products of our competitors — and especially of those who do not have 
such traditional markets — will have become so well known that it will 
be no easy task to oust them. 


Be Alert —in Spanish 


An article in this Journal in August 1954 suggested various points 
to which exporters should pay particular attention if they wanted to 
develop business with Peru. The purpose of this present article has 
been to suggest that it is very much worth their while to want to 
develop such business. 

It is not suggested for a moment that it is at present a big market. 
Nor is it an easy one, in spite of the favourable economic conditions. 
For one thing there is a shortage of well qualified agents, particularly 
in the technical line. This means that exporters must in the first place 
go all out to interest the best agents. And it is a highly competitive 
market. That is why skilful salesmanship is of such vital importance; 
why prices, quality and delivery should be competitive; why corres- 
pondence should be dealt with promply; why catalogues and publicity 
material must be in Spanish and quotations c.i.f. and not merely 
f.o.b.; why Spanish speaking export representatives should visit 
and revisit this country — and so on. 

All this requires effort, of course. But there is good evidence that 
the Peruvian market, present and potential, is worth the effort. As 
was said at the beginning of this article, how much effort can be devoted 
to a given market must be a matter of opinion. And perhaps the best 
evidence that Peru is a worth-while market is the fact that some of 
the best British firms, and certainly our competitors, seem to find 
it so.

THE ORGANIZERS of the United Kingdom pavilion at the forth- 
coming Indian Industries Fair, to be held from October 29 to 
December 15, say that 13 shop windows will be featured in the 
pavilion. The rent for each window is £60 which will include making 
arrangements for dressing the windows.

The bureau, which will take the form of a permanent exhibition 
of all types of building materials, fittings and furnishings for domestic 
commercial and industrial buildings, offers export manufacturers new 
opportunities in a market where the volume of building hes reached 
record proportions.

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United Kingdom Exhibit at Brussels 
International Exhibition 


Tue Council of O.E.E.C. has agreed in principle that the Organization 
should take part in the first large-scale international exhibition to be 
held since the second world war. This is the Universal and Inter- 
national Exhibition which will take place in Brussels from April 15 to 
October 15, 1958. 

The exhibition, organized by the Belgian Government, will be 
designed to illustrate the age in which we live and the part played by 
world co-operation. Other international organizations, besides the 
O.E.E.C., have also been invited to participate. 

There will be an official United Kingdom Exhibit which will be 
broadly representative of this country’s achievements within the theme 
of the exhibition, but this exhibit is unlikely to take a form which will 
readily incorporate displays by individual companies. The Govern- 
ment therefore intend to make special provisions within the space 
allotted to the United Kingdom for an area to be set aside for firms 
who wish to exhibit. A preliminary estimate of the cost of space, 
including a shell stand, is £3 a square foot.

The American ‘Coal Show’ 


(From the British Consulate at Cleveland) 


THE AMERICAN MINING CONGRESS held their 32nd _ biennial 
Coal Convention and Exposition in the Public Auditorium, Cleveland, 
Ohio, from May 16 to 19 (inclusive). This is the largest show of its 
kind in America and is known throughout the country as the ‘Coal 
Show.’ 

In 1953 two British firms and one German bought space, but this 
year the British firms dropped out. The German company, however, 
again took a large stand; and in spite of running into near disaster 
when the ship carrying their equipment to the United States collided 
with an iceberg, it mounted an attractive and well-attended display 
in time for the opening of the doors. 


Although foreign exhibitors were not attracted, owing doubtless 
to the high cost of transportation, visitors from Australia, Belgium, 
France, Germany, Holland, Japan, Mexico, South Africa and the 
United Kingdom attended. 

The exhibition covers every aspect of mining, although the emphasis 
is on coal. Locomotives, drills, cutters, scrapers, shovels, crushers, 
pulverizers, vibrators, loaders, conveyers, hoists, wire roping, screens, 
jacks, tractors, bits, coal cleaning equipment and air compressors 
are shown, as well as such items as lubricating oils, electrical equip- 
ment, communication systems, rust-resisting processes, industrial 
fasteners, gears and survey equipment, including one firm of aerial 
mappers. This list is not comprehensive, but it shows the wide range 
of equipment and services covered at the show. 

The importance of the exhibition can be gauged to some degree 
by the attendance of approximately 12,000, all of whom are in some 
way connected with the trade; the general public are not admitted. 
Some 225 firms exhibited, covering a floor space of 125,000 square 
feet. 

The British Consulate in Cleveland considers that any British 
businessman connected with mining equipment would find this 
exposition of considerable interest, and suggests that, should he find 
himself in the United States at the time of the next Coal Show in 
1957, which will again be held in Cleveland, he should arrange a 
visit. The exact dates have not yet been fixed, but they will be 
announced in this Journal as soon as known, or those interested could 
write to the American Mining Congress, Ring Building, Washington 
6, D.C., United States of America. 

British firms who might be considering the possibility of exhibiting 
should remember that the Great Lakes are open to shipping at 
this time of the year and that several lines ply from Great Britain to 
Cleveland. To consign freight by this route cuts the costs of trans- 
portation by a considerable margin.

| Trade and Financial Arrangements 





Austria and Roumania 


A PROTOCOL to the Trade Agreement of July 12, 1950, between 
Austria and Roumania, was signed in Vienna on April 19, 1955. The 
new lists of goods to be exchanged which were drawn up will be 
valid from April 1, 1955, to March 31, 1956, inclusive. 

Austrian exports to Roumania will include textiles and textile 
yarns, paper and cardboard, magnesite bricks and mortar, staple 
fibre, steel and steel products, rolled items for electro-technical 
purposes, machinery, trucks, trailers and omnibuses, scythes and 
sickles, electrical installations and optical equipment. 


Roumanian exports to Austria will include cereals, various agri- 
cultural products, cut oak and oak sleepers, electrodes, casings, bed 
feathers, paraffin, charcoal, chemicals, medicinal herbs, wood, heating 
oil, cotton and machinery. 


Turkey and Bulgaria 


TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENTS between Turkey and Bul- 
garia came into force on March 10, and are valid for one year. Unless 
two months’ notice of termination is given by either side, they will 
be automatically renewed for periods of one year at a time. 

Turkish exports to Bulgaria will include fish and fish oil, valonea 
extract, dried fruit including nuts, citrus fruits, olives and olive oil, 
wax, sponges, gum tragacanth, pulses, hogs bristles, woollen and 
cotton rags and miscellaneous goods. 

Bulgarian exports to Turkey will include artificial fertilizers, tools, 
machines and motors, cement, goods of faience, section iron, paints, 
caustic soda, other chemical products, glass panes, charcoal, construc- 
tional material and miscellaneous goods. 





Arbitral Commission on Property 
Rights and Interests in Germany

COLOMBIA 


New Import Regulations 


FOLLOWING THE SHORT NOTICE in the Board of Trade Journal 
of May 14, page 1097, that Colombia was about to introduce new 
import regulations, such details as are now available are given below. 
Further information will be issued as soon as possible. 

The new regulations will be based on two recent Decrees, details 
of which are as follows: 

(a) Decree No. 1259, of May 4, laid down that, for imports in the 
Preferential Group or Group 1, trade with Colombia will be on a compensa- 
tion basis only: i.e. payment for imports of goods in these groups can be 
made only from the proceeds of sales of certain Colombian commodities 
to the country of origin of the import concerned. These commodities — 
coffee, bananas, raw cattle hides, platinum and petroleum — provide the 
bulk of Colombia’s export earnings. The Decree raises the restriction 
formerly imposed on Group 3 goods, viz. that they might be imported only 
from countries having a trade agreement or balanced trade with Colombia. 

(b) Decree No. 1372, of May 13, established a free market in foreign 
exchange derived from sources other than those shown in (a) above, e.g. 
imported capital carrying no official registration or re-imbursement rights, 
commissions, tourists’ expenses, payments for passages, freights and services. 
This free-market exchange will be the sole means of importing goods 
in Groups 2, 3 and 4, which will not be subject to the terms of Decree 1259. 


The Colombian Exchange Control Office has not yet issued official 
regulations putting these Decrees into effect, but Her Majesty's 
Ambassador in Bogota has obtained the following verbal replies to 
inquiries about their intentions: 


(i) The Exchange Control Office will open separate accounts for each 
country for imports of goods in the Preferential and First Groups. Local 
banks will issue certificates to exporters for exchange surrendered; the 
certificate will show the country of purchase, whose account will be credited 
on presentation of the certificate. 

(ii) The issue of import licences will not be limited. Remittances for 
preferential and first category goods will, however, be restricted to the 
amount standing to the credit of the country concerned in its account 
under (i) above. 

(iii) Priority for remittances for imports will be by date of arrival of 
goods. Other remittances will take turns by date of application. 

(iv) Licences granted prior to the date of Decree 1259 (including imports 
in Groups 2, 3 and 4 authorized but not paid for) will not be subject to the 
terms of Decrees 1259 and 1372. 

(v) For goods in Groups 2, 3 and 4 no authority other than the import 
registration will be required to effect importation and payment. 


It is understood that new regulations for Group 4 goods (which 
are at present covered above) and official and semi-official purchases 
over the value of U.S.$12,000 are under study. 
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UNITED STATES 


Tariff Commission Inquiry on Cork 
Insulation 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission have announced that the 
investigation on imports of cork insulation under the provisions of 
Section 336 of the United States Tariff Act has been discontinued 
and dismissed on the request of the applicants. 

Details of the investigation were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on February 12 (page 336). 


Suspension of Import Quota for Peanuts 


THE PRESIDENT of the United States, on the recommendation 
of the United States Tariff Commission, issued a Proclamation on 
May 16 permitting unlimited quantities of shelled peanuts of all 
sizes to be imported into the United States, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, from that date until July 31, 1955. These imports will be 
subject to an import fee of 2 cents per pound (but not more than 50 
per cent. ad valorem) in addition to the normal import duty of 7 cents 
per pound. 

The Proclamation also extends the current quota year from June 30 
to July 31, 1955, and changes the commencement of future quota 
years from July 1 to August 1. 

It should be noted that the suspension of quantitative restrictions 
does not apply to unshelled peanuts or peanut butter.

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BARBADOS 


Import Licensing Regulations 


THE NOTICE published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 8, 
1954, concerning import licensing regulations in Barbados, is 
cancelled. The present licensing position is as follows: 

All goods of United Kingdom origin may be imported into Bar- 
bados direct from the United Kingdom under an Open General 
Licence, with the exception of the following items, for which import 
licences will still be required: 

Wholly and semi-manufactured gold; wheat and wheat flour; 
rice whole or broken and all edible rice products, including rice 
starch and flour; all fats and oils (edible and non-edible, including 
shortening and margarines but excluding castor beans and castor 
oil, sperm oil, tung oil, oiticia oil, and oil-bearing seeds); soap; 
butter; pickled pork; soapless detergents; coconut meal; cotton 
seed meal. 

The new regulations came into force on April 18, 1955.

War material imported and exported for national defence because 
of obligations incurred by international agreements is similarly 
exempted from the payment of import or export duties and clearance 
ticket charges.

Import Trade Control 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported 
by telegram that the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
Government of Pakistan, will extend until December 31, 1955, the 
validity of import licences issued on or after April 1, 1955. On 
application by licence holders, the extension will be granted for 
that portion of the licence value which cannot be utilized by June 15, 
1955. 

Applications from licence holders in East Pakistan and Punjab- 
Bahawalpur should be addressed to Deputy Chief Controllers of 
Imports and Exports at Chittagong and Lahore respectively, other 
applications to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Karachi.

Customs Duty Drawback
